Reasons for Allowance 



Claims 1,2,5 and 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , the closest prior art of record, Von Stein does not disclose the following 
limitations: the functional limitations of the input-side impedance matching circuit. 
Regarding claim 5, the closest prior art of record, Von Stein does not disclose the 
following limitations: the degrees of the reflection of the phase angle.
